The fire had attained such an 
ascendancy before the engines commenced, that 
the whole of the interior of the building fell a 
to the flames. Almost ail the articles of 
millinery, haberdashery, and fancy goods, which 
were exhibited in the Bazaar, were destroyed; 
not one of the persons who rented stands in the 
Bazaar, as we could leasn, was insured for a 
single shilling. rr oe mn 
Further par a— are 
on duty at the ruins of this extensive building, 
the destruction of which has been most com- 
plete, with the exception of the principal front, 
which is in Castle street, about fifty-four feet in 
width, which is not materially injured. The en- 
trance from Oxford street is only a fronting of 
about 16 feet, which leads to the interior, and 
the depth from Oxford street to Castle street 
is about 300 feet. Thenumber of persons occu- 
pying standings, which were let out at s9 much 
per foot, is nearly 200, the greatest part of whom 
are entirely ruined by the destruction of their 
all. The principal part of the sufferers are in- 
dustrious fomales, many of whom have been 
most respectably brought up, but have suffered 
from the frowns of fortune, and been reduced 
with the remains of their property to commence 
business to earn a living. Friday morning, and 
during the whole of the day, it was a most beart- 
rending sight to see the numbers of 8 
who had occupied sta searching over the 
ruins to endeavour to find sonte of their lost pro- 
perty: but very little, we are sorry to say, was 
found, and most of the articles were in such a 
damaged state, that they were not of the slight- 
est value.
